The faots are official, having been taken 
from a copy of the Italian green book, 
containing the documents tubmitted 
by 1 Marquis di lludini to the Italian 
parliament of April 30. 
Tho copy of 


the green book reached this country 
yesterday, having been sent by Boron 
Fava from Bomo to his friond, Prof. 
Alesandro Oldrini, secretary 
of the 


Italian home. 
The documents cover 


the period from the lynching in the 
pariih pmon up to March 28th, when 
Baron Fava left Washington for Home. 
Consul Oorte'a dispatch from New 
Orleans to Budini informing him of the 
lynching appears at the opening of tho 
book.
